Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on Feb 1 1 , 2008 has been entered. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 75-82, 84-92 and 95-96 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 75, 95-96, although, the prior arts disclose a a product location 

information retrieval system. However, none of them teach a positioning system that 
determines a position of the terminal; a remote link that receives a wireless signal from 
an access point and transmits the wireless signal to the computer terminal, wherein the 
wireless signal is associated with information relating to the one or more products within 
the product access zone; and a display that presents an image of the one or more 
products to be accessed by the user, the image is based at least in part upon the 
wireless signal, the displayed image indicates location of the product with respect to the 
current detected position of the terminal as specifically described in claimed.
